2 The Life and Death of 
very Day he was born he wg 
by Baptiſm made a Member o 
Chriſt. He was a Child of 
good Nature, endow'd with a ne 
ble Rectitude of Scul; which, es 
it was afterwards ſhow'd in the 
Conduct of his Life, was very 
aptly expreſt in his tuo Baptiſma 
Names, the one importing the 
Love of Chriſt, the other Vprigh 
weſs of Life. 
The following Account was 
taken from ſeveral Pa ſſages of his 


dicated to the Service of God 
with a Deſign both to give Com 
fort to, and to ſupport his afflicted 
Parents and mcurrtul Relations 
and to au aken them to a holy 
Emulation of ſuch an uncommon 
-Zeal, appcaring in a Child 6

His faid Parents, when he was 
hardly three Years old, kept for

undoubtedly gave him a Taſte of 
the S veetneſs of his Love, tho he 
could not expreſs whit happ'ned 
to him. He was anf.vercd : Hy 
dear Child, what is the Hatter 
with you 2 For there was then no 
viſible Object or outward Cauic 
to create in him any earthly Joy. 
At firſt his Parents did nat take 
due notice of the more frequent 
Expreſſions of this his uncommon 
Joy; yet aiterwards, when it 
plealed God to give them a better 
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4 The Life ard Death of 
Knowledge of the Truth, they 
lookt upon it as a Fore-runner o 
that future Grace, which God in. 
tended more pow erſully to mani. 
feſt in him. 
This our Chriſtlieb Leberecht 
did always fhine among his Pa- 
rents, Brothers, Siſters, and Do- 
meſticks, as the Moon among 
the Stars; ſo that by the Wiſdom 
and Prudence, with which God 
had endow'd him, he influenced 
the whole Family to believe, and 
by his Holy Converſation touched 
and convinced every one of them. 
The Giits of Nature in this Child 
were eaſily diſcever'd, as well in 
his happy Memory, 2s in his clear 
Underſtanding, and Readineſs of 
Apprehenſion in any Matter. But 
when the Lowe of Chriſt began 
to actuate all his Powers and Fa- 
culties, ard prov's now the Spring 
of all their Movements, he began 


to turn and apply whatſoever he 
learnt to the true Edification of 
his Soul, He could without any 
great 
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theyſ any Text in the Bible ſuch Medi- 
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tations, as riper Perſons, nay Di- 
vines themſelves needed not have 
been aſhameJ of. And fince from 
his younger Years he had already 
treaſured up in his Heart a good 
Stock of the Knowledge of God, 
it was now not difficult to him, 
to ſpeak for half an Hour toge- 
ther on one and the ſame Subject, 
ſo that he needed to be advertiſed 
of the End. In theſe ex-temporeDif- 
courſes there did not appear ei- 
ther Want of Judgment, or Tau- 
tology, or Affectation. He ſpoke 
ſo fluently, that to every one's Ad- 
miration he would propoſe and 
explain, without any Heſitation, a 
Text with Scriptural and Theolo- 
gical Expreſſions, and with proper 
Similitudes. He was never tired 
with Reading, Pray ing, Studying 
and Meditating; as the Means by 
which, under the Bleſſing of God 
and the gracious Operation of his 
Holy Spirit, he arrived to that e- 
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traordinary Dexterity and Diſere- 
t.On. | 
His Stucy did fo entirely de- 
perd on his Tutor's Will, that l 
carrot remember, he cver under- 
teck ary thing wiltully, or that 
either in bis Leſſons, or by rea- 
jon of zny Negligence under In- 
ſtruct on, he needed fo much as 
an Acmoriticn to be given him. 
When School-time was cver, 
he never cared for Sport or other 
ch:!diſh Recreations. He would 
often adviie himſelf and others 
to Redeem the time, as being but 
ſhort, becauſe our Days are ſhort 
and evil, Eph. V. 16. And thought 


it too precious to be ſpent other- 


wiſe than to the beſt Advantage, 
or to loſe one ſingle Hour of it. 
In his Leiſure- hours he was fre- 
quently found with the Servants 
of the Hcuſe, to awake and ani- 
mate them through the Word of 
Gcd and Praver. Tho in the Be- 
ginning, his Youth ſeemed deſpi- 
cable to the Scrvants, and his Ex- 
hortations 
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ortations child.ſh and without 
any force, yet waiting with Pa- 
tienc: he not only reluted their 
rude and hard Anſwers, but con- 
tinued his repeated Exhortations 
ſo long, and made himſelf fo en- 
tirely beloved through his en- 
gaging and hearty Expreſſions, 
that they willingly bare with him 
afterwards, and would with a 
hearty Deſire, hear, and receive 
from him the Word of God; and 
often joined with him in Prayer 
and Devotion. Hereby this Child 
accuſtomed and inured the Do- 


meſticks, to pour out themſelves 


their Hearts before God. 
The Spirit of Grace and Prayer, 
wherewith he was repleniſhed, 
gave to his Geſture and Counte- 
nance Humility, to his Words 
Power, accompanied with a Ho- 
ly Confilence and Faith for their 
good Effect.

tainly aſſiſt me. 
God by many heavy Afflictions 
did wondertvily found the true 
Humilit) or ſpiritual Poverty in 
his Heart. There is an excellent 
Letter, which he u rote to his 
dear Siſter, twenty fix Weeks be- 


; God will cer- 


fore his bleſſed Death, wherein 


he ſecretly diſcovered unto her 


| his Soul's greateſt Anxiety, beg- 


ging of her to pray tor him. 
This Letter came not to light till 
after the Child's Death, tecauſe 
he deſired his Siſter to keep it ſe- 
cret both from his Parents and 
two Brothers. The Expreſſions 
therein are of great Strength, de- 
ſcribing a Soul void and empty of 
all Grace, and lying under the 

1 Anger 
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Anger of God, and ſitting in the 
Shadow of Death. God did alſo 
once mightily humble him on ac- 
count of his ſpiritual Gifts : For 
fince they very often cauſed others 
to applaude and praiſe him, and 
many of thoſe, who heard him 
propoſe moſt edifying Matters, or 
pray without any Heſitation rea- 
dily, would make the Child fen- 
ſible of their great Admiration; 
he once at the Table in the pre- 
ſence of a Stranger found himſelf 
quite incapable to diſcourſe. His 
Mother and I, as his Tutor at that 
time, intreated him twipeak ſome 
edifying Thing to the Satisfaction 
of the Stranger, but in vain, and 
thinking this his unuſual Silence 
to be only his own Wilſulneſs, we 
reproved him for it. But upon 
his laſt return from Hoſlau he con- 
felled, that God at that time made 
him ſo incapable, that he could 
not poſſibly think, much leſs ſpeak. 
upon any Subject, and that be- 
cauſe he once delighted in the 


F raiſes 
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Praiſes he heard of his ſpiritual 


; 
» * | Gifts, and boaſted of them as his 


= \ td a.m WF eh Ld 


own. 


Amidſt thefe Dangers, to which 
his Gifts expoſed him, bis Soul 
was awakened to great Diligence, 
and excited to true Humility. Ir 
happ ned after Morning: Prayers as 
he was with his Tutor, the 27th 
Chapter of Proverbs was to be 
read, and particular Notice was 
taken of Verſe the 21ſt, in order 
to remind him of HFumility, which 
Words he ſo took to Heart, that it 
became a Saying with him; The 


Mouth of a Commender tryeth er 
proveth one. 


Now fince the Favour and the 
Praiſe of Men render d the Con- 
queſt of Self. Regard and Eſtima- 
tion ſo difficult to him, he wiſely 
reſolved three Months before his 
Death to be more private to him- 
ſelf, that the frequent Emanations 
of theſe ſpiritual Gifts might not 
be ſo expoſed to the Commenda- 
tions of flattering Men, telling 

withal 
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withal his dear Parents, when 
they defired to ſee his written 
Meditations and Hymns; Ve 
could not ſhow them, becauſe they 
praiſed him, which thing alone was 
the Cauſe of ſo great a Conflict in 
bis Soul. To Cedlob his younger 
Brother he ſaid; When Men praiſe 
yeu, do as if you did not hear it. I 
my ſelf will keep cloſe to Solomon's 
Advice, Prov. xxvii. 2 1. And hear 
every ones Praiſes without minding 
the ſame. 

In one of his Letters to me, as 
his late Tutor, he wrote thus: / 
thank you heartily for having more 


| particularly recommended among o- 


ther Things to me in your Letter 
true Humility, as moſt neceſſary to 
true Chriſtianity. To which I have 
partly attained by the Grace of 
God, but think by no mezas to have 
as yet reach d it : I will ſtrive for 
it, till I can get the Vittory thro 
the Grace of God, and ſo for all 
other good Things, that my Lamp 


may 
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may be full of Oil, when I ſhall 1 


depart out of this World. 

Aſter ſuch Knowledge received, 
he forſook the Faſh.on of the 
World in his outward Dreſs, as 
far as it might have diverted his 
Mind from the ſimplicity of Chriſt; 
yet on ſuch or the hke outward 


plain Appearances he did no ways 


rely, well knowing, that neither 
the Way of Eating or Dreſſing 
profited us any thing tefore God, 
and that the outward Dreſs doth 
not render us either more or leſs 
worthy to God: And that ſuch 
external Things become either 
good or bad, through the good 
or Lad Inclination of the Heart. 
He underſtood by way of Practice 
the true Spiritual Liberty, wheres 
in true Chriſtians do live with- 
cut the Law, and without being 
brought under the Power of any 
thing. He knew that God gave 
all things created as a Porticn or 
Propriety to thoſe who know and 
conteſs the Truth, and ſandify it 

ws thro? 
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thro” the Word of God. He 
knew alſo that all Things were 
Lawful to him; yet he would 
not chuſe any Creature for his 
uſe, but what was purely neceſſary 
and ſufficient, that ſo it might not 
irritate his own Fleſh, and weaken 
his Faith, nor tend to Abuſe in 
himſelf, or Offence to his Neigh- 


bour ; nor yet hinder him from | 
_ Edifying others. g 
Further, to make a right Uſe 


of this Hpiritual Liberty without 
giving Occaſion to the Fleſh, he 


often would abſtain from the 


lawful Uſe of the Creature, that 
ſo the natural irregular Deſires 


- might be ſtopt, and the ſaidLiberty 
not be turn d into Lieentiouſneſs. 


Once he longed to eat Grapes, 
and for that Purpoſe deſired the 
Keys of the Garden; but he ſoon 
altered his Reſolution, gave the 
Keys back again, fiying ; J wi 
Break my ſelf of this Appetite be- 
cauſe it is ſo greedy. So careful 
was he in reſtraining and morti- 

fying 
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fying the Luſts of the Body, that 
ſo they might not ſuppreſs and 
overcome the Spirit. 
But theſe indifferent Things 
were no Laws to him at all, nei- 
ther did they bind his Conſcience, 
as if he were governd by the 
Spirit of Fear. No indeed, by no 
means! his whole Life was ſuch, 
that Liberty and Joyfulneſs ſhone 
moſt eminently in all his Actions. 
He knew the Creatures belong 
more properly and bv right to 
| Chriſtians only, becauſe they are 
reconciled to the Creator. 

He likewiſe ſignified very fre- 
quently unto his Brothers and 
Siſters how to eat with Thankſ- 
gving, as oft as they did ear, 
and whatever they did ear. To 
Gocllob his younger Brother he 
faid, ſeeing bim eat an Apple; 
Eat it with Thankſgiving, and not 
for Pleaſure. In which Admoni- 
tion he ſho. t'y expreſſed the right 

Vie of the Creature, according to 
St. Pauls two Rules, 1 Tim. iv. 4, 
Every 


* 
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Every Creature of God is good, 
and nothing to be refuſed, if is be 
received with Thankſzivins : and 
Rom. xii. 14. Make nt Pro viſiau 
for the Fleſh, to fulfil the Luſts 
thereof. When he obſerved, that 
his younger Brother wanted to be 
broken of his childiſh Humours, 
he further d it in telling him, not 
to trifle all his Time away with 
his go. Cart, for it ought rather to 
be redeemed. He often interceded 
with his Father for his elder Bro- 
ther, that he might take him 
along with him in his Journey to 
Mublingen. When his Brothers 


Mind wanted ſome innocent ex- 


ternal Recreations, he would re- 
ſign in ſuch Journeys his Place 
to him. 

This his now mention d ſpiri- 
tual Watchfulneſs, which taught 
him to uſe and not to abuſe the 


World, he joyncd conſtantly with | 
Prayer, according to Chriſt's Ex- 


hortation ; Watch and Pray. He 


knew that thoſe who do not ac- | 


cuſtom 


r ad 
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cuſtom the Eye of Faith to loo 
up to God and Eternity in con- 
ſtant Prayer, will but look on 
vain tranſitory Things, far want 
of better Knowledge. Wherefore 
our Chriſtlieb was fre quently found 
to hide himſelf, more freely to con- 
verſe with his Heavenly Father, 
who ſeeth in ſetret. Godlob his 
younger Brother found him one 
Time proſtrate with his Face 
on the Ground, in which hum- 
ble Poſture he often adored the 
Majeſty of his Creator. He did 
likewiſe oftentimes friendly en- 
gage either his Brothers or Siſter 
to his more private Devotion, in 
order to bring them thereby to a 
nearer Communion with God. 

Four Weeks before his Death 
he obliged his Siſter to retire with 
him to the Top of the Houſe, 
uſing theſe Words; Come, we wil 


mite à Covenant with God, now we 


have time, we ought to improve it 


for our humble Devotions ; and ſhe 


willingly following him; he parti- 
= cularly 
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cularly uſed in his Prayer theſe 
Expreſſions; They would henceforth 
ſerve under the Banner of Chriſt, 
and abjure all manner of Sin. 

In his Prayer to God he com- 
plained of all vain wicked Words | 
and Converſations, but more eſpe- | 
cially of wild and vain Laughter ; 
whereas the Day before ſomething 

had happen'd among the Children, 

which ended in a loud undecent 
Laughter. For this he begg'd | 
God's Pardon, ſaying ; The Foy | . 
and Pleaſare of this World is but 
a mad Noiſe, and thoſe that laugh, 
don't know what they do. 

Another time he went with the 

fame Siſter on the Houſe-Top, 

juſt after a diſmal Tempeſt of 
Thunder and Lightning, where 
he thanked and praiſed God, re- 
Joyeing in the Lord. Some time 
after he came to her again and 

: faid : My dear Mary Betty, Oh that I 

might come to be a Spouſe of Chriſt! 
I will heartily ſtrive to be ſo, and 

- ſtrive [you too. And when ſhe 
5 asked 


with his Siſter . a private upper 
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asked him, how ſhe muſt behave 
her ſelf in it? He anſwered ; Mo- 
deſt, chaſt aud blameleſs. 

The 8th of Ofober, when he 
returned from Raſlau in company 
with his dear Father, and his Fa- 


| ther's Brother, he found himſelf fo 
| fervent in Spirit, that he ſpoke 


powerfully of many excellent 
Things, to awaken their Minds, ſo 
that his faid Uncle was aſtoniſh'd 


at them, and then he begged leave 
to pour out his Soul before God 


in Prayer. Wherein they ob- 
ſerved ſuch Power and Energy, 
that his Uncle ſecretly pull'd his 
dear Father by the ſleeve, and 


| whiſper d in his Ear, that He 


would not loug Enjoy the Child; 
and indeed it died five Weeks af- 
ter. What other Convictions it 
worked in the Mind of theſe Tra- 
vellers, cannot well be related 
here. | Io 

So ſoon as the Child arrived at 
home from this Journey, he went

+ votion, ſaying afterwards to his

vifit me, for a whole Fortnight to-

Three M-nths before his Death

One time he was ask'd of his 
Parents how he did, when he al- 


ways rejoyced ſo much two Years 


ago, and at the ſame time there 
ſeemed not to be any apparent 
- Cauſe of that Joy 2 He anſwered 
them: It was juſt ſuch a Sweet- 
neſs and Joy ſulueſs as he now very 
often felt in his Soul, which could 
not be compared with any Thing in 
this World, no nothing but Jeſus 
the Beloved himſelf could fill or 
ſatisfy it. 

He did not only earneſtly wiſh 
for a bleſſed End, as I mention'd 
betore, 
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before, but when it drew ſomewhat 


near, he predicted it allo, and pre- 


pared himſelf for it. 


He wiſh'd for it with a longing 
Joy, # order to become a tak 
of Chriſt, as he uſed to ſay. At 
another time he went to his Mo- 
ther and told her:? Ah dear Mam- 
ma, if I ſhould not become a 


Spouſe of Chriſt, I wiſh I might 


| be but one of the Companions 
that follow him : Which Words 


do not intimate that his Faith 
was doubtful, and his Hope ſha- 
ken, but were only the Effects of 


his manifold Conflicts in Faith, 
which made him break out in 


this humbler Wiſh with David, 

who wiſh'd rather here on Earth 
to be but a Door-Keeper in Gud s 
Temple, then dwell in the Courts of 
the Ungodly. 


He foretold his Death unto ma- 
ny in the Houfe, and alſo to his 


dear Uncle Principal Chirurgeon 
to His Highneſs Aut hon Ganthern, 


Duke of Aubalt and Mublingen. 
C5 Wben 
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When he returned from Reſlau, 
three Weeks before his Death, 


he ſaid to his Brother Gottlieb: 


O might I but come once more 
to before I dye, O that my 
dear Pappa minht ſoon go there | 
for he found he was very much 
Edified in that Place. . 

At another Time when he 
thought he ſhould ſoon dye, he 
ſaid: After God has taken me to 
him, I will pray to God ro deliver 
alſo quickly my dear Parents, Bro- 
thers and Siſters from this preſent 
wicked Werld. 

He prepared himſelf for his End 


by kis faithful and conſtant War- 1 


fare againſt all Corruptions, which 
he found in his Nature. In a Let- 
ter to me, dated Sep-. the 1570 


t797, he writes: 4 Beg gur, lays 


he, that is to go before a great 
Lord, lays not only afiae his Rags, 
but he muſt take on him quite other 
Manners, and appear in better 
Cloaths ; So likewiſe we, if we will 
appear before our Great Lord God, 


we 
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we muſt be quite changed in our 
Hearts, W. ils, Abock od le came 
ſtronger, if we hope, or believe we 
ſhall be admitted into the Sight 
aud Preſence of the Lord. | 


In his laſt Letter to me which 
he wrote three Weeks before his 
End, he deſired me to include 
him in my Prayer, and promiſed 
to do the like for me, adding 
theſe Words : God mate us by 
theſe our mutual Prayers truly In- 
wocent and Holy, that we may live 
according to the Example of Coriſt, 


not offending bim by Sin, nor de- 
| priving him of his own Honour and 


Glory. May he keep us Holy in 
his Love, ( but we muſt firſt live 
Floly) till his Second Coming, 


He was fo cautious and conſide- 
rate in weighing ill Matters, that 


as long as I was with him | never 


could find fault either with his 
Words or bis Act.ons; nay, he 


would incline che verw ants ty his 


frequent 


— 
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frequent gentle Exhortations, not 


to abuſe the poor Cattle, or be un- 


reaſonably fevere and cruel to- 
wards them. Which Exhortati- 
ons did not flow from a quarrel- 
ſom Temper, inclin'd to find fault 
with every thing, but out of a 
meer Goodneſs and Compaſſion, 
which he expreſſed not only in 
his few, and thoſe very mild and 
engaging Words, but alſo in his 


Mien, Looks, and Sighs, ſo that 


there could not be the leaſt Ap- 
pearance in him of what is too 
often found in the World, viz. an 
Itch to find fault with others. 
Gotlob his younger Brother, 


| who before Whitſunday in the | 


Lear 1707, was ſtill ſomewhat 


raw and unbroken to Diſcipline, 


began ſome Weeks after to lead 
quite another Life: In which the 
good God hitherto, viz. until Ad- 
vent has preſerved him, and no 
doubt will further graciouſly aſ- 
fiſt him: Whom our bleſſed 
Chriſtlieb moſt frequently ad = 


pulous or doubtſul of the Know- 
ledge 


niſh'd, and took him to Prayer 


and Devotion along with him; 


and when this his younger Bro- 


ther asked him, what ſhall I do, 


that I alſo may become good and 


| pious? He anſwered : Be inſtant 


in Prayer. And asking farther, 
How he ſhould pray, and in what 
manner proceed in't? Hereplyed: 
Firſt you muſt pray for Repen- 


tance, Faith and Love only; and 


after having attained unto them, 


you may then pray for any other 


Gift. And thus was the bleſſed 
Child's Mouth always full of Ex- 
hortations, Reproofs, Inſtruction 
and Prayer, and there was a 
charming Harmony of all theſe 
— * Qualities both in his 


: Perſon and his Life. 


Here it's moſt ITE that 
none of thoſe that would pretend 
to confute him, either of the ig- 


norant Zealots, or of thoſe that 
are greatly eſteemed of in this 


World, could ever make him ſcru- 
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ledge he received from God ; but | 


at this time his younger B other 


was not full Proof againſt them, 


and conſequently ſaffered very 
much on this account, 

But his Heart was fix'd and 
unmoveable. 
quainted in the Scripture, that 


they were uſed to ask him, when 


they would know, where ſuch or 
ſuch a Text was to be found. 

He fang the Spiritual Hymns 
ſo frequently out of his Hymn 
Book, that he had very many of 
them by heart, Word for Word, 
and would like a Clerk begin and 
lead others in Singing, eſpecially 


when on a Journey the Books 


| were not at Hand, or when in the 


Evening the Candles were not 
brought into the Summer - Houſe 
in the Garden. He knew like- 
wiſe the Pages ſo exactly, that he 
could pretently find any. Hymn

| l Now I come to the Concluſion 


of his Life, which was, as it 
ought, carefully obſerved: In the 
Beginning of July 1707, he com- 
plained of ſome Pains in the 
Head, which but now and then 
troubled him ; but when theſe 
Pains ſertled in his Head, and at- 
terwards turned into a moſt acute 
Diſeaſe, he ſuffered it with all Pa- 
tience imaginable ; as it is already 
noted in his meek Behaviour - 
er 
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coe'er it, and more eſpecially in his 
- Chriſtian Reſignation, which glo- 


riouſly appears from the Extracts 
of his Letters then written. 


He ſhew'd himſelf herein fo 


unſhaken, that for three Weeks 
together before his End, he kept 
not his Bed, but ſtill frequented 
the School, went to Table, and 


daily Publick Prayer; and when 


the Pains were very exquiſite, he 
=. continued calm and quiet, leant 


his Head on the Table, or retired 
into a Corner till they abated. 

A Fortnight before his Death, 
when the Pains grew exceſlive, 


and the Fit was hardly over, he
